Small Businesses 

Davids in a Goliath World

Many people dream of leaving their jobs and 
tchieving the "American Dream" of owning and 
)perating their own businesses. In this country, 
iveryone is supposed to have the opportunity to 
lo just that. Many businessmen are idolized in 
American history for being able to start small 
tnd to work their way into large fortunes. 

However, in the past decade, it is becoming 
ess feasible to own and operate a small busi¬ 
ness. Several reasons for this include increased 
ederal and local taxes, increased overhead 
:osts, and a national recession that has led to a 
lecrease in the amount of clientele. 

The Southwest Washington business commu- 
rity has not been spared from this. In the past 
ew years, a growing number of businesses have 
bund it harder to stay afloat within the Water- 
ide Mall Shopping Center. It is steadily be¬ 
aming a common sight to see businesses that 
ore in the process of closing their doors or 
elocating to cut costs. 

Alain Chamberlain, who has been the owner 
md operator of the VIP Travel Agency for three 
'ears, has found it very hard to maintain his 
tusiness. He explains that when switching from 
vorking for someone else to owning a small 
►usiness that "It is not the same quality of life, 
t is similar to a job of being a butcher, a baker 
>r a candlestick maker in that you start with 
lmost nothing and build up to a large creation 
vith your own hands." 

The agency that Chamberlain currently oper- 
tes has been in Waterside Mall since the 1970s. 
le is finding that with the cost of living going 
ligher, people are not travelling very much. He 
Iso adds that with the recent competition be- 
ween airlines that has led to a decrease in air- 
ine fares that "If, for example, I call for a 
119.00 ticket, I will only get 10% (about $1.90) 
s profit which barely covers the cost of the 
•hone calls that I would have to make." At the 
ime of the interview, Chamberlain claims that 
usiness for the past week was "disastrous." 

With the decrease in profits, Chamberlain 
inds that "I am putting out more than what is 
oming in when it comes to overhead costs." 
le is currently paying $2,000 a month for his 
mall office space and he has received two raises 
[i rent this year due to increase in utilities, mall 
aaintenance, and the upkeep for parking spaces. 
Vhen asked how he figures out his rent increas- 
:s, he says that "I am a college graduate and 
iter trying, I still can’t figure anything out." 
le has been told that the increase is based on 
he Consumer Price Index. 

High’s 

In the past few years, there have been several 
businesses to close within the Waterside Mall 
Lrea due to the effects of today’s economy. For 
sxample, the High’s Convenience Store, which 
:losed down, was soon replaced. The Plymouth 
lothing store closed all of its stores down, but 
nother businessman acquired this location, 
►ought the Plymouth name, and is currently 
unning a clothing store. A few months ago, 
lector’s Sandwich Shop closed down and re¬ 
cently has been reopened under new manage- 
nent. 



Samuel Pope, co-owner of the "Head to Toe" 
Unisex Salon is another businessman who is 
finding it hard to maintain his small business. 
Unfortunately, he had to dose his shop in the 
Waterside Mall on September 28th because of 
increases in his rent. He could not afford the 
last increase because of a drop in his business. 
However, he has no plans to completely dose 
his business and is in the process of relocating. 
Pope felt that this summer was the worst of all 
because "since it was one of the hottest summers 
on record, it took a tremendous toll on electrici¬ 
ty costs, plus people do not get their hair done 
as much during the summer months, so we had 
a drop in clientele.

Pope opened his business about four years 
ago after two other hair salons closed in the 
same location. Each year, he would receive 
another notice about an increase in rent for his 
space. However, Pope found that this year was 
different because he usually received his in¬ 
crease notice around the 1st of July. This year, 
he did not receive anything until the month of 
September. Plus, after reading the contract, 
Pope found that this year’s increase was only by 
$1.00 instead of the $100 or so. True, this 
amount was minuscule, but he had had it. 
When asked if he knew if other businesses were 
feeling the same crunch, Pope explained that 
"Everyone complained, but I really do not know 
about the specifics." He also explained that 
although he could understand the increases in 
rent based on the Consumer Price Index, he felt 
that he did not see any upgrading being done on 
the mall. The businesses are responsible for any 
upkeep or repairs that need to be done on their 
individual space. The mall developer is responsi¬ 
ble for unrented space and the common areas. 

Many people within the community have 
always been concerned with Waterside Mall. 

Gottlieb Simon, who serves as the Executive 
Director for the Advisory Neighborhood Com¬ 
mission IANC-2D], explains that "service has 
always been a matter of high concern. There 
has always been a feeling that the mall develop¬ 


er should be responsive to the needs of the 
people of the neighborhood." 

Mall Committee 

In the 1970’s, the "Save our Mall Commit¬ 
tee" was formed. It was concerned about the 
physical condition of the mall and the lack of 
the services which it offered. This led to the 
creation of a city task force on Waterside Mall. 
The city gave money for the use of a market 
research and consultant firm, which made some 
suggestions (such as the addition of the decora¬ 
tions inside of the mall to make it look nicer). 
When it ended, however, the city had little 
influence, but it did help to complete the mall 

Charles Bresler talked about the current situa¬ 
tion at the mall. When asked about the bad 
economy, Bresler commented, "When you have 
an uncertainty within the market plus a new 
president who is in the process of adding taxes 
to everything, including cigarettes and alcohol, 
that only leaves so many pieces in the pie. 
When people have to pay more for staple items 
(such as food, clothing, and shelter), that leaves 
less to spend on other things, therefore they 
become hesitant about spending money." 

Bresler commented about the complaints 
about the expensive rent within Waterside Mall. 
He explains that his charges and yearly increas¬ 
es, when compared with other places in the 
Metropolitan Washington area, are about aver¬ 
age or even lower and are different for each 
individual business in the mall. He charges 
about $35 a square foot which is about average 
for an urban mall. The question is, does the 
real estate company maintain it as well as the

REMEMBERING FELIX

On October 12, 1993, June D. Grant, the 
Southwest and Greater Metropolitan Washington 
Area communities, the Jazz community, and the 
World at large, lost Felix E. Grant after a 
lengthy illness. Mr. Grant was a fixture at ’Jazz 
90% WPCU-FM(90.1), the public service radio 
station at the University of the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, where one could tune in to his Saturday 
afternoon program, The World of Jazz, and hear 
the best of exactly that. 

Felix was a broadcaster in the Washington 
area for over 40 years / sharing his love and vast 
knowledge of Jazz with many. During this time, 
he introduced many different modes of music to 
the listening audience and waxed eloquent on 
not just the music itself but the backgrounds of 
that music and the performers playing it. 

For all his fame, he was a friendly, ap¬ 
proachable person, and from time to time would 
be out with June, his wife, equally approach¬ 
able, on the Southwest waterfront, near their 
Harbor Square home. June and Felix could also 
be found on an occasional October Jazz cruise, 
sailing the Carribean, making friends, being in 
their element. 

A funeral mass was celebrated on Friday, 
October 15 at St. Mathew’s Cathedral, at which 
a number of speakers paid spoken tribute, and 
fittingly, some of the very best of the Jazz 
community paid musical tribute. 

The Southwester notes the passing of a very 
special member of our community, and extends 
condolences to June and the family..."May all 
your storms be weathered, and all that’s good, 
get better...."

He also answered the question of whether 
there are enough services within the mall to 
meet the needs of the residents. "In comparison 
to a large shopping mall, a neighborhood shop¬ 
ping center only needs a supermarket, a bank, a 
drugstore, a dry cleaner, a liquor store, a travel 
agency, clothing stores, a delicatessen, plus 
several restaurants and other services. Each of 
these businesses is currently within the mall and 
every business that has closed has been re¬ 
placed." He also added that it was hard to 
provide a complete range of services due to the 
unique market that makes up the Waterside Mall 
area. This market includes singles and elderly 
couples with grown children who buy differently 

than large families. It also includes the people 
who work at the Environmental Protection 
Agency, and the elderly and low income resi¬ 
dents. The latter often are on fixed incomes and 
usually buy at certain times of the month. 

Bresler also commented on the physical 
condition of the mall. He commented that the 
sidewalks around the mall are in the process of 
completion and that there is a maintenance crew 
that keeps the mall clean during the day, but "If 
there is chewing gum and cigarette butts on the 
sidewalks and broken windows, whose fault is 
that?" He also commented on the lack of above 
ground parking due to having to follow regula¬ 
tions for an Urban Renewal Program. 

The kinds of affirmative action requirements 
and community requirements place on other 
malls in recent years were not placed on Water¬ 
side mall. The mall was leased from RLA and 
Bresler & Reiner own it. It is about 30 years 
old. Usually, a mall which receives assistance 
from the city has to follow certain rules, not 
Waterside. 

Despite the aforementioned difficulties, there 
are those who may still desire to start a small 
business. There are several avenues of assistance 
available. The public library will usually pro¬ 
vide information about how to start a business 
plus all of the federal and state laws that one 
needs to know. Simon also adds that Howard 
University has a small business center sponsored 
by the Small Business Administration that can 
help. The city also has an office of business 
and economic development for further questions. 
Chamberlain also advises that "You have to 
have a good deal of self-determination and 
operating money, and you have to deal with a 
lot, but I always say that I will put out to be the 
boss."
